P.J. and Dan write all the music for the Specimens 
and they both have got something to say and the talent 
to make it sound like more than just words. Oh yes 
don't let me forget the drummer. Dave Pederson has 
only been with the Spedimens about 3i to 4 months. 

This band's special sound took a little getting used to 
for Dave but he seems to be adjusting. He like the 
band, he likes tee music and he loves to play drums so 
really ther's no problem but before the trip to 
Alaska, Daye had 2 weeks to learn all the Specimens 
songs which he did and he sounds as if he sould've 
been part of this band all along.

Getting in a car and driving to 
an easy task cause first it's a long drive and if you 
are not into it you get driver burnout real fast. But 
for a band from Minneapolis to pile 3 band members, 2 
readies and all their instruments and gear into a van 
and cruise to Alaska just to play two gigs sounds # 
like bullshit, but that's what they did. The band is 
the SPECIMENS from Minneapolis, Minnesota and they ve 
been touring the U.S. for more than 2 years. They 
claim they tour because they save alot of money on rent, 
but you can only crash on floors and tents and sleep 
in vans for so long. So the SPECIMENS decided to complete 
their tour by playing in Alaska. A guy in Fairbanks 
heard the SPECIMENS music and said they could probably 
get a gig if they came to Alaska. He then.contacted 
WARNING and asked if we could get them a gig in 
Anchorage and they headlined our 3rd concert. 

Anyway, getting back to the band, the SPECIMENS 
are a three piece band with P.J.Letofsky on piano, 

Dan Cross on guitar and drummer Dave Pederson who 
just recently replaced the bands x-drummer. 

The SPECIMENS music has been described as a 
mixed bag of dance-oriented new wave, post punk gloom 
with even a dash of progressive rock" The SPECIMENS 
describe themselves as*a hard driving, uptempo new 
music" band that devotes itself to describing and 
defining the social and political dilemmas of the 1 
ranging from the modern human.courtship ritual to the 
debate over nuclear responsibility*" 

In ray opinion, this band has it's own unique 
sound and live they can put yuu in a trance with F.J. 
Letofsky's almost hypnotiic facial expressons and his 
creative style on the piano as he controls the keyboards, 
p.j.'s piano is like an extension of his body.

"My dad had all these uell-educated 
friends uho used to tell me I uas a 
fuckuP, that I had the wrong attitude 
and tha uron9 vocabulary to ba An artist 
or art teacher, uhich is uhat I wanted 
to be. Hall, you don't have to ba 
intellectual to be a teacher, you Just 
have know hou to 9at PaoPla motivated. 
Later on, I realized that soma of that 
stuff uas true, but that a lot uas bull 
shit. But, at the same time I was Just 
9attin9 fucked up and shru99in9 every¬ 
body off. " 

In late '76, he and 9uitarist Gre9 
Ginn formed a Punk band called Panic, 
which later became Black Fla9. With 
Morris sin9in9, Black Fla9 became THE 
^ \ LR band to watch for, especially after 
the band's first release, the six~son9 
.n "Nervous Breakdown" EP. Morris also 
^/ appeared with tha band live in the Punk 
film documentary, "The Decline of Western 
Civilization." However, the usual 
"musical differences" developed and 
Morris was on his own again. 

"Black Fla9 uas fun at first," 

Morris recalls. "But, it's also always 
bean Gra9 Ginn-oriented, everythin? 
has to revolve around him. If there 
was ever an argument, I could never win. 
How long would YOU wanna stick around 
in a situation where you uara always a 

loser?" Tha irony obviously escapes 
him" 

Record-wise, the Jerks have been 
moderately active, thou9h not entirely 
successful. Their debut LP on Frontier 
Records earned them much acclaim. R few 
cuts from this 9em aPPeared on tha 
"Decline..." soundtrack album, followed 
by tha disastarous "Wild..." L.P, and a 
handfull of cuts on a handfull of 
compilation albums. Rs this 9oas to 
tha Press, a third LP, "Golden Shower 
of Hits," (LRX Records) is already on 
the streets. Morris says the new album 
uill contain but a few apolitical rant- 
in9s, and adds that Producer Jerry 
Goldstein has managed to recapture tha 
Jerks' eArly-days viQor. "You'll be 
able to hear everythin9, it's real crisp." 

What Morris fails to realize is 
that tha boom is fast descendin9i for 
every 9i9 they Play, a dozen new and 
more a9ressive hardcore bands ara born. 
Soon, tha Jarks won't even be sla99ad 
as a "Joke band", they'll simply be 
i9nored.

WARNING was lucky enough recently to get an 
an interview with Jello Biafra of the DEAD KENNED: 
This story was printed in_issue #5, but due to 
the fact that our staff writer was taking notes 
as fast as she could (on a paper towel) some of 
Jello's words got twisted which in turn caused us 
to misquote him. In a recent visit to S.F. I was 
able to speak with Jello and now we are going to 
correct our mistakes and get some other questions 
answered,.. 

First let's correct the misquotes. Our 'zine 
quoted Biafra as saying: 


"the general attitude is complete fadists 
and people who want to fuck society in the ass" 


Jello Says: "this is totally contradictory, the 
fad people are in one end and the people who 
are seriously interested in change are on the 
other and so it's unfair to characterize it as 
being one or the other let alone putting it to¬ 
gether like that" 


He was also quoted as saying: "there's too many* 
Anti-Reagan, Anti-Religious songs coming out" 


Jello: "precisly the opposite, I don't mind a 
show of solidarity at all, anyone who wants to 
express their views, it's fine by me" 




On page 22 Jello was quoted as saying that the 
parliamentary system in England seems to be a 
possible alternative to our democratic system. 
This was a misrepresentation of his words. 

What he was trying to say is. 


"parliamentary system in England is still a corporate dictatorship where even Margaret Thatcher 
is a puppet on a string. The Parliamentary System is a better system than our so-called 
democracy here where it's a one party state masquerading as a two party state. In Russia you 
vote between two Communist candidates and here you vote between tweedle dee and tweedle dum, 
both of whom have the same financial backing and those financial backers have the same goal; 
to line their pockets at your expense" 


B.B.: Well, that's all for the misquotes, but something that really kinda pisses me off is 
you know we (in Alaska) don't get to see any of the bands very much right? and so I read 
all these other fanzines and they're thrashing on you guys, what's the problem? 


Jello:"Well, part of it is we're in a postion that makes me umcomfortable too. I thrive on 
being the 'underdog' and here we are the 'overdog' in so many peoples eyes, but how tops 
are we? In America to get a gold record you sell a million copies. We've sold maybe a .. 

I don't know, 30 thousand copies of both our albums at most which is damn good for a punk 
band, but I mean people who think we're rich and set up for life, Fuck them!! Come pay my 
rent next month, it may be the only way I'll be able to do it. I think patly some people 
are scared half to death of our views and when they can't think of an alternative they 
fall back on their parents' Joe McCarthy attitudes, I really began to realize that we're 
like a cutting edge and we're really getting through to people who are conservative and 
don't wanna know about they should wanna know about when we got called (this is actually in 
referance to "Maximum Rock & Roll") communists, nazis and CIA narks all in one paragraph 
of somebody elses magazine. That means we've brought the Archie Bunker punk out of their 
holes and exposed them for the idiots they are." 


B.B.: What's your opinion of the Russian thing with the Korecry-Airlines? 


Jello: I'm very glad it didn't blow up into something worse. I was afraid it might be a 
"Lusitainia" type thing, if you know what that is, an ocean liner that was sunk by the 
Germans and gave the Americans the excuse to go into W.W.II, I was afraid it was gonna be 
something like that. I walked out of where we were staying in Sidney and the SUN , which 
is one of those scandal sheet daily newspapers they have in Australia, "ACT OF WAR SAYS 
REAGAN!" says the headline. I was going-oh fuck!! I was just shaking most of the day. 

But ahh.no I think they realize that nuclear war is bad for business and so what 

they want is a nickel and dime in Nicaragua or Lebanon that's gonna blow up a lot of tanks 
so the arms manufacturer can make new tanks and sell them. A nuclear war could destroy the 
arms manufacturing plants and possibly the people who own them"* ^

REAL WAR is demented parents 
who dig until their hands are stripped of flesh as they search for 
their children in a pile of rubble. REAL WAR is men, women, 
and tiny children who scream until their throats bleed as they 
stare at a jagged edge where a limb used to be. REAL WAR is 
walking up to a writhing body and trying to wipe away the 
mud, only to discover that it is pieces of brain splattered from 
an eyeless face. REAL WAR is walking into a room and finding 
three young girls nailed to the wall - choked to death with the 
castrated genitals of their butchered brothers-and their 
bayonetted Mother strapped to a chair where she was forced 
to watch, her tongue gouged out so that she couldn’t scream. 

You don’t see REAL WAR on television, or read about it in the 
Sunday supplements. REAL WAR is hidden from you. 

All previous conceptions of war have been totally over¬ 
shadowed with the advent of the nuclear bomb: but even 
modem conventional armaments are far more lethal than any 
used in earlier conficts. In addition, nations now also possess 
biological and bacteriological methods of destruction, and 
nobody yet knows what damage such sickening ideas can 
cause. 

The two nuclear bombs dropped in 1945 were mere toys 
compared with the new generation of weapons and methods 
of inflicting them onto an ‘enemy’. Any nation which possesses 
a nuclear strike force has the capacity of unleashing horrors 
which haven't yet been fully understood. Scientists have come 
up with a load of bullshit theory, but until a full-scale holocaust 
actually happens, nobody can really predict the true extent of 
the carnage-not only to lives, but also to the minds of any 
survivor.

We 
have to let them know that we won’t accept their putrid ego¬ 
centric lust. If they insist on continuing then suicidal blood¬ 
bath, chuck them mto a cesspool and let them sort it out 
amongst themselves. 

But leave us out of it. Let us live our lives in peace and friend¬ 
ship. We have to show them that our propaganda is as effective 
as theirs, by supporting the peace movements and working 
together for a more realistic and sane world. The nest decade 
is OUR future, and unless we can force some changes, there 
won’t be any future that we can even consider for our own 
children. 

Forget your petty differences and jom together to PROTEST...

Saxlsm: a fundamental issue 

Sexism is not a side issue. It is a fundamental one.

threatens. 

Nuclear destruction: the ultimate terror 

Nuclear devastation is the ultimate threat to the 
planet; the terror held in the hands of the ultimate 
terrorists. The trafficers of the technology of death 
would have us believe that the constant build up of 
nuclear arms is necessary to defend democracy 
against the evil intentions of unfriendly nations, in fact, 
the nuclear weapons/energy industry is a billion-doiiar 
business and, like any competitive business, it must 
have constant demand for its products if it is to 
maintain high profits. If no such demand really exists, 
one must be artificially created through slick, 
aggressive propaganda campaigns even if it means 
creating a tense and hostile climate in which nuclear 
war is not only possible, but probable 

Only through a complete understanding of our 
dangerous and dismal situation and the causes behind 
it. and by adopting a radical outlook towards changing it |

If we can maintain our courage 
and integrity, however, and continuously resist the 
enemy's efforts to destroy us we can still win the fight 
Now is the time to begin the long, difficult process 
towards creating real positive change and a free and 
respected earth. Now is the time for action.
